Prof at_Hiliel 

The last speaker at the "Meet 
the Faculty Series," at Hillel Foun 
dation, was Professor Bridges, 
Psychology professor at Sir George 
William's College. During the past 
weeks, the role of Institutions, uni- 
versifies, government and press 
have been considered. 

Professor Bridges spoke y ester 
day of 'The Role of the Individual" 
In creating unity where differ 
ences exist Bridges stated that the 
Individual's role Is two-fold; what 
the individual can do for himself; 
what the Individual can do for 
others. . 

The individual must develop a 
"democratic" character by culti- 
vating values or attitudes neces- 
sary to a democratic society: self- 
reliance, co-opcratlon, sense of 
social and political responsibilities, 
respect for truth, tolerance— whe- 
ther delusive or comprehensive. 

Prof. Bridges claimed that a de- 
mocracy can't give freedom to 
groups .preaching intolerance; 
should not look for Intolerance- 
should look for similarities, not 
differences. 

""To attain an attitude Is not 
enough!" warned Professor Bridges. 
The individual as Parent. Teacher, 
Citizen or member of a Minority 
Group' must try to cultivate and 
create an attitude of equal status— 
not submissive nor inferior, defen- 
sive or hostile. 

Professor Bridges' lecture, "The 
fiole of the Individual." was a 
dynamic ending to the "Meet the 
Faculty Scries."

Significant Dorumcnts'on exhibit 
in the gallery of the Rcdpath Li- 
brary reading room is a display of 
rare documents by and relating to 
Lorenzo Valla, the famous 15th 
century Italian Renaissance writer. 

The project of collecting these 
volumes was undertaken by stud- 
ents of the English 370 course (Cul- 
ture and Literature of the Renais- 
sance) at the suggestion of Profes- 
sor Noad. The following students 
participated in the undertaking: H. 
Lewis. W. Whallcn, M. Ballantyne, 
T. Gahan. K. Patterson and Miss 
Tobias. 



on the "Donation of Constantine." 
He was the first to discredit com- 
pletely and publicly the deed of 
gift by which Constantine the 
Great supposedly conferred upon 
Pope Sylvester I the Eastern half of 
the Roman Empire. 

Valla proved conclusively that 
the document, giving the Roman 
church temporal supremacy over 
the sovereigns of Europe, was a 
forgery formulated sometime be- 
tween 750 and 850 A.D. 

Valla (1407-1457) was a great Ita- 
lian humanist who was the first to 
give valuable historical criticism. 



Among the most Important ofiBccause of his many petral. crit- 
these documents l s Valla's treatise] leal storms, this humanism triumph- 



ed over orthodoxy and tradition. 

Contemporary estimation of this 
man and his work is very favor- 
able. Prof. Whlteficld points out 
that Valla was ('he first . critical 
mind of his time. 

Two of his works, "On Pica- 
sure" (1431) and "Dialogue on Free 
Will" (1440), greatly influenced 
Luther, who said: "Valla is the 
cleverest man that ever I found 
touching the past." John Calvin 
was similarly enthusiastic; while 
the "Dialogue on Free Will." which! 



great influence on Lily, the famous 
English Grammarian, who is spoken 
of in Shakespeare. Valla's Latin 
Grammar, The Elegant, was used In 
English Schools until the end of 
the 19th century. 

Valla was also famous as a tran- 
slator. He introduced several writ- 
ers to Europe; and his translations 
include "Hcrodot and Thucydide*" 
and the Illlad. 

His most famous work "The Do- 
nation of Constantine," which ex-

But the time lias at last come when the 
réintroduction of Arena is no longer new, no 
longer an experiment.

To Dr. Duthie s Dullards 



Dear Sir, 

In the Fcbr uary 28th issue of The Daily 
there appeared an article bv Dr. George I 
Duthie entitled, "Many Misfits/' 
In this article Dr. Duthie kindly sla 
•' that the unnecessary noise at the beginn 
and at the end of his lectures "is likely nu.. 
teen-age unrest brought on by the general 
unrest of the times." 

I should like to say that this lack of re- 
spect, consideration for other fellow-class- 
mates, and general lack of co-operation in 
thé classroom is a result of poor upbringing 
by the parents of these students at home. 
Perhaps many of these unfortunate individu- 
als lacked the influence of a father during a 
part or the whole of the wartime years. In 
these cases perhaps the mother was incapable 
| of exerting the necessary- control. 

However, these individuals arc now in an 
institution of higher learning. If they are at 
all capable of learning that which is higher, 
they should indeed he able to learn the more 
.'.basic and fundamental concepts, such as re- 
spects for a learned man, or any man who has 
the floor, consideration for others who wish 
to hear what, he has to say, and general co- 
operation with their fellow humans in order 
to produce a better atmosphere in which to

In comparison, tlie environment in which we 
live is a simple challenge. Are. we going to 
succumb to it, or are we going to fight it.'

Amid the welter of International- 
isms, world federalism represents 
the youngest as well as the most 
specialized . branch of the world 
peace movement. 

World federalists advocate the 
abolition of war through the organ- 
ization of world federal government 
endowed with legislative, executive 
and Judicial power Ih certain de- 
legated fields and empowered to 
enforce world law directly on In- 
dividuals. The difference between 
federalists and other peace advoc- 
ates is simply this: that the federal- 
ist sees the abolition of war not 
through more love, more brother- 
hood, more alliances, more war or 
even more calorics but principally 
In that final act of statecraft which 
will achieve government for the 
world community. 

This belief of the federalist is well 
borne out by human experience 
which- shows that the development 
of governmental practice is uni- 
versal and has passed through num- 
erous well-defined stages until to- 
day we have long ago reached the 
era of the super-federations such 
as the United States of America and 
the Union of Soviet Socialist Re- 
publics. Mankind Is now precarious- 
ly poised, on the brink of the final 
stage — universal government. And 
the supreme crisis of our time, al- 
though for the most part unrecog- 
nized as such by our national lead- 
ers, lies simply. In this momentous 
Issue: will world government be 
created by conquest or by voluntary' 

insentT 

World federalists, of course, de- 
sire that world government be 
consummated by consent, for only 
then is it likely that the federation 
will contain essential safeguards 
for the Individual. 

! -Two Approaches 
Beyond this simple over-all 
statement of federalist belief, there 
Is a broad area of factional disag- 
reement which among federalists 
themselves Is broadly- defined as 
minimalist and maximalist federal- 

^ The minimalist desires the^ world 

war, or falling that, adequate to 
suppress aggression. To this end, 
the minimalist advocates' world 
control of weapon's of mass de- 
struction,, world enforcement of 
disarmament . and world armed 
forces sufficient to destroy the ag- 
gressor. 

Tp the maximalist this program 
is first of all Inadequate and se- 
cond it resembles uncomfortably 
the actual evolution of the United 
Nations by which the war system 
is much too likely to be pcrpetuat- 
00 even though sugnr-coatcd un- 
der the trade-mark of collective 
security. But to the 
lent, a bomb b; 
national or international. Is equal 
ly catastrophic. The maximalist 
considers the power to suppress 
war insufficient In itself and wants 
to see transferred to world federal 
government broad peace-creating 
powers -for promoting world wel- 
fare In social and economic fields. 
The maximalist wants world gov- 
ernment engaged In the serious 
business of legislation, appropria- 
tion and administration on a world 
scale, spending the billions in pre- 
cious resources, now drained away 
in war preparations, on raising 
living standards the world ovei 1 . 

As there is no hard and fait 
party-line on federalist policy then 
Is also none on federalist action. 
Tnrce major lines of activity to 
t'pecd the establishment of wortd 
government have emerged from the 
efforts of world federalists:' 
Work Through U.N. 

i. The most obvious approach to 
world government is by efforts to 
bring abimt revision of the United 
Nations Charter. No great power 
\rtn can prevent thr holding of 
such a conference to discuss Char-

' Z The maximalist-minded feder- 
alist tends to be attracted by the 
direct action possibilities of the 
"•copies' World Constitutional Con- 
ventional approach to secure 
world government. , The pro 
poncnts of this plan feel that the 
establishment of. world federal gov- 
ernment Is so fundamentally a cre- 
ative act that no national govern 
ment has the right to negotiate it 
as the decision lies within the pow- 
ers reserved to their people. To 
secure a registration of the peoples' 
will, direct election of delegates to 
a World Constitutional Convention, 
on the basis of one delegate per 
million of population, is advocated. 
In the United States this method 
depends on the Introduction of 
bills, in the state Legislatures pro- 
viding for such elections. In non- 
federal countries such electoral 
bills arc being sponsored in the 
national parliaments. 

The .Peoples' Convention ap- 
proach requires hard-hitting, ' per- 
v-vcrlng political action at the 
grass-roots level. It must build 
strong popular support not mereiy 
to elect delegates to the Worid 
Convention that is to write a Con- 
stitution ' for World Government 
but must be able to retain that sup- 
port for the ratification struggle 
when the Constttltlon Is referred 
back to the various nations for 
final approval. This is definitely 
npt a short-cut to world govern- 
ment nor do its advocates put any 
faith in short-cuts based on the 
quick-sands of power-politics. 
London Conference - 
3. At a Conference in London. 
England, in September IBM, a 
World Association of Parliamentar- 
ians for World Government was 
formed to coordinate the activities 
of federalist - parliamentarians. It 
i% loo early to Judge the activities 
nf this International group of fed- 
eralist politicians.

EVALUATION 

It is as yet difficult to Ju _ 
practical significance of the world 
government movement. Entering 
its international organ' 
adolescence and If we 
its international organlation dates 
only from 1948. the movement is 
still practically at the preschool 
level. It takes much longer than 
this to mature a great reform mbve- 
ment and to develop the high- 
ranking leadership that Is required. 
The rush of atomic converts after 
the bombing of Hiroshima gave the 
Idea of world government a sudden 
vogue which, at least in the United 
Slates, Inflated membership figures

un to the general satisfaction of 
[the majority. I do not propose, 
herefore, a large, number of de- 
luded -changes, but rather a shift 
fin emphasis on three main points. 
1. Co-ordinated Financial Aid: < 
While definitely favouring the 
present policy of underwriting stud- 
ent actvlltics such as Clubs, Dances,

(2V It encourages an attitude with

[lot be tolerated in future life. 
This can only . be overcome by 
more systematic and efficient /po- 
I C.V. I favour co-ordinated aid, but 
[lot a give-away program. 
2 Student Athletic Autonomy: 
McGIll has, in the past, been 
etpected for her nonprofessional 
kttltudc toward sports. During the 
tame period it has been our proud 
fioast that the students played a 
nore active role in the organiza- 
tion of athletics, than in' almost 
j ny North American University. It 
' my experience that the above 
(Tacts arc not unrelated. I therefore 
jregret an appreciable trend toward 
faculty control and professionalism 
n recent years. . 
The reorganized S.A.C. has done 
hn excellent job over the past year, 
put there arc still flaws In our 
ports hierarchy. Students must 
have greater representation at all 
f.cvols of the athletic organization 
and particularly on the Important 
Uhletic Board, the membership of 
vhich presently consists of 3 stu- 
dents, 3 graduates and 3 faculty 
Jepresentativos.- Due to the students 
limited .tenure of office, a con- 
siderable shift toward graduate and 
[faculty control- has .gone lar 
(unnoticed. 

I will make it my 'duty to curb 
[this trend and will work toward 
I greater autonomy for the athletic 
j representatives of the students. 

Encouragement uf minor sports Is 
I Intrinsically bound up with the 
above attitude. 

3. Inter-University Relations: 
I make no pretense of extensive 
[knowledge concerning N.F.C.U.S. 
land I.S.S. I have neverthless be 
[come familiar with certain of the 
[larger issues involved. 

There has been considerable dis 
[cussion recently concerning a se- 
parate I.S.S. fund raising campaign 
[on the campus. McGill's contrlbu- 
ton to this organization has been 

^butions. The Combined Charities 
fund was set up in order to co- 
ordinate financial appeals. I see no 
leason why I.S.S. or any father 
: feroup should envisage a break with 
/he combined charities and con- 
front students with further, 
quests for money. The times when 
[ v >icvery organization made its own 
. appeal have been happily forgotten, 
' end I do not favor this return. 

N.F.C.U.S. and I.S.S. play an fm- 
' portant part In our relations with 
. other universities, and I therefore 
propose that an advisory, commit 
t«e which could be convened at the 
jrequest of the above organizations 
jbe set up to advise them on Student 
[Society policy. The membership on 
'<sueh a committee could be worked 
,out between the S.E.C.. N.F.C.U.S, 
and I.S.S. on a basis of negotiation, 
' I will make it my purpose to 
support I.S.S. and N.F.C.U.S. within 
Reason. I do not believe that stu- 
,dent interests and those of N.F.C 
U.S. and I.S.S. are necessarily syn 
lonymous. 

/Much S.E.C. activity consists of 
everyday administrative and ex- 
ecutive work, the scope of which

(4) To strive for more active 
student participation in all acti- 
vities sponsored by the Society 
and yet maintain the high schol- 
astic standing that is called for. 

(5) To support the numerous 
clubs and societies on the campus 
to the utmost, financially and mor- 
ally, and to encourage their aid 
in Inviting well-known personal- 
ities to speak to these yarious 
groups. 

(6j To work for the establish- 
merit -of a new Union. 
1 These are some of the items of 
deep interest which I shall always 
keep In mind. . Besides these, I 
pledge mysélf to carry out all the 
duties and assignments required of 
the President of the Students 
Society to the best of my ability,
